Freshman  Year? 


We  came  into  our  freshman  year  after 
the  1992  Summer  Olympics  at  Barce- 
lona, where  the  US  grabbed  108  gold 
medals.  Carl  Lewis  won  golds  in  the 
long  jump  and  the  400-  meter  relay.  Also 
in  the  summerHme,  Lollapolooza  was  in 
its  second  year  with  artists  such  as  Red 
Hot  Chili  Peppers  and  Pearl  Jam  head- 
lining. Hurricane  Andrew  hit  Louisiana 
and  Florida  in  August  causing  51  deaths 
and  $22  billion  dollars  in  damages.  In 
Washington,  the  Democrats  seized  the 
White  House.  After  12  years  of  Reagan- 
Bush  Republicanism,  Bill  Clinton  be- 
came our  42nd  president  with  42%  of 
the  popular  vote.  Ross  Perot  received 
19% -the  highest  %  popular  vote  ever  to 
be  received  by  an  Independent  candi- 
date. 

Across  the  world,  Somalia  and  Bosnia 
posed  the  tricky  question  of  intervention 


on  the  part  of  the  US.  Boutros-Boutros 
GhaU,  former  Egyptian  deputy  prime 
minister,  became  the  Secretary  for  the 
United  Nation. 

Meanwhile  in  the  entertainment  in- 
dustry, Audrey  Hepburn  died  at  the  age 
of  63.  Silence  of  the  Lambs  took  Best  Pic- 
ture, Actress,  Actor,  and  Director  at  the 
Academy  Awards.  Other  outstanding 
films  were  Aladdin  and  Wayne's  World. 
At  the  35th  Annual  Grammy  Awards, 
Eric  Clapton  swept  6  Grammys  with  his 
Unplugged  Album  and  his  single  "Tears 
in  Heaven."  Red  Hot  Chili  Peppers  won 
Best  Hard  Rock  Performance,  and 
Nine-Inch  Nails  won  Best  Heavy  Metal 
Performance.  Also  in  music,  even  those 
who  didn't  like  it  will  remember  Billy 
Ray  Cyrus's  country  single  of  "Achy, 
Breaky  Heart". 

The  US  Post  Office  issued  its  first  Elvis 


Presley  stamp.  Seattle  grunge  and  "alter- 
native" dressing  came  to  Stoughton 
High.  The  Amy  Fisher  Story  was  a  TV 
movie  before  anyone  knew  the  out- 
come. Three  days  of  rioting  hit  Los  An- 
geles after  the  courts  found  three  offi- 
cers not  guilty  of  wrongdoing  in  a  vid- 
eotaped crime  of  the  beating  of  Rodney 
King.  North  Carolina  beat  out  sixty  three 
other  teams  for  a  first  place  win  in  the 
NCAA  tournament.  Larry  Bird  retired 
from  the  Boston  Celtics  after  a  13  year 
career.  The  World  Trade  Center  was 
bombed  in  the  United  States'  first  expe- 
rience of  terrorism  at  home.  In  Waco, 
Texas  it  was  announced  that  David  Ko- 
resh  had  died  in  the  Branch  Davidian 
Compound  fire. — Sasha  Abby

Ah  .  .  .  the  world  of  ninety-three  to 
ninety-four;  earthquakes,  terrorist  at- 
tacks, suicides  and  national  crises  con- 
tinued to  fester  in  the  mass  of  land  and 
water  called  Planet  Earth.  This  year  in 
review  epitomized  the  strength  of  the 
community,  and  successfully  captured 
the  peril  -  and  the  promise  -  of  the  indi- 
vidual: 

Sheik  Omar  Abdel-Rahman,  the  Egyp- 
tian terrorist  linked  to  dozens  of  terrorist 
bombs  around  the  country,  was  the  ac- 
cused leader  of  a  group  of  terrorists  that 
exploded  a  bomb  in  the  World  Trade 
Center  in  New  York  City.  More  than 
1,000  were  injured  and  six  died. 

Yasser  Arafat  made  history  in  Septem- 
ber when  he  signed  a  peace  treaty  with 
Israel.  Under  PLO  agreements,  limited 
Palestinian  self-governing  commenced 
in  the  Gaza  Strip  and  the  West  Bank. 
Shortly  after,  Israel  and  Jordan  ended 
the  state  of  war  between  them — one 
that  had  lasted  46  years.  Arafat,  the  64 
year-old  leader  of  the  Palestine  Libera- 
tion Organization  once  told  a  reporter, 
"I  am  a  freedom  fighter.  I  am  sure  this  is 
the  way  that  history  will  remember  me." 

The  people  of  Haiti  anxiously  awaited 
the  return  of  their  elected  president,  the 
Rev.  Jean-Bertrand  Aristide.  After  two 
years  of  exile  that  followed  an  army 
coup  that  overthrew  him.  President 
Aristide  was  set  to  return  home.  Aris- 
tide, a  Roman  Catholic  priest,  was 
elected  in  a  landslide  in  the  country's 
first  democratic  vote.  His  return  fol- 
lowed two  years  of  negotiating  a  settle- 
ment of  Haiti's  political  crisis. 

Twenty-two  million  eligible  voters 
lined  up  over  a  four-day  period  to  cast 
their  ballots  in  the  first  open  election 
open  to  all  races,  and  Nelson  Mandela 
—  the  black  South  African  nationalist 


leader  who  had  been  imprisoned  for  27 
years  under  apartheid,  was  inaugurated 
as  president. 

On  election  day  in  1994,  the  Republi- 
cans won  a  resounding  victory  as  they 
took  control  of  both  houses  of  Congress 
for  the  first  time  in  40  years.  President 
Clinton's  innocuous  health  care  reform 
system  stalled  and  died  in  congress. 

Floods  hit  the  Midwest  in  the  late 
spring  and  early  summer.  Thousands  of 
farms  and  homes  were  lost,  fields  were 
swamped,  and  towns  were  submerged. 
The  states  that  were  hit  the  hardest  were 
Iowa,  Illinois  and  Missouri,  causing  bil- 
lions of  dollars  worth  of  damage.  As  the 
waters  began  to  recede,  barges  began 
moving  along  the  Mississippi  River  and 
people  began  digging  out  their  mud- 
filled  homes.  President  Clinton  signed  a 
5.7  million  aid  package  to  help  the  vic- 
tims. 

David  Letterman,  the  darling  of  the 
late  night  television  audience,  left  his 
niche  at  NBC  and  moved  over  to  Broad- 
way and  53nd  St.  to  the  newly  refur- 
bished Ed  Sullivan  Theater  that  CBS 
renovated  for  him.  He  changed  net- 
works for  a  reported  1.5  million  dollar 
contract,  and  his  new  show  swept  the 
ratings  with  rave  reviews. 

Kurt  Cobain,  the  lead  singer  of  the  in- 
fluential rock  group  Nirvana,  committed 
suicide.  Said  to  have  been  one  of  the 
greatest  lyricists  of  all  time,  Kurt  was 
touted  as  a  spokesperson  for  his  genera- 
tion — a  role  that  he  completely  rejected. 
Kurt  mastered  expression  with  his 
pained,  introspective  music  and  helped 
boost  other  "alternative"  bands. 

The  world  of  entertainment  was  wit- 
ness to  the  revival  of  a  famed  singer  as 
Barbara  Streisand  returned  to  the  con- 
cert circuit  after  a  twenty-year  absence. 


Also  in  the  wide  world  of  music,  Wood- 
stock '94,  a  mud  slicked  gala  of  music 
and  dance,  rocked  Saugerties,  New 
York. 

The  death  of  Jacqueline  Kennedy 
Onassis,  one  of  the  most  elegant  and  ad- 
mired first  ladies,  shocked  the  nation,  as 
did  the  death  of  ex-president  Richard 
Nixon. 

Steven  Spielberg  won  best  director 
and  best  picture  for  Schindler's  List,  a 
riveting  motion  picture  about  the  Holo- 
caust, starring  Liam  Neeson  and  Ben 
Kingsley. 

Football  legend  Orenthal  James  "O.J." 
Simpson  was  arrested  and  put  on  trial 
for  allegedly  murdering  his  ex-wife 
Nicole  Brown  Simpson  and  her  friend 
Ronald  Goldman. 

Millions  of  sports  fanatics  were  sorely 
disappointed  when  a  Major  League 
Players'  Strike  led  to  the  cancellation  of 
the  World  Series.  Soon  after,  the  Na- 
tional Hockey  League  locked  out  the 
players  in  the  1994-95  season. 

An  earthquake  that  ranked  6.8  on  the 
Richter  scale  rocked  the  Los  Angeles 
area,  causing  destruction  of  housing 
complexes,  creating  damage  over  $4  mil- 
lion, and  61  deaths  in  all  of  forty  sec- 
onds. Also  in  California,  fires  caused 
great  damage  to  residential  property. 
Driven  by  the  hot  Santa  Ana  winds,  the 
fires  wreaked  havoc  over  6  counties  in 
Southern  California. 

The  AIDS  Virus  continues  to  spread  . . 
.  The  Center  for  Disease  Control  and 
Prevention  estimated  that  there  would 
be  40,000  to  80,000  new  HIV  infections 
in  the  United  States  this  year.  President 
Clinton  appointed  Kristine  Gebbie  as  his 
AIDS  policy  coordinator  to  oversee  gov- 
ernment AIDS  programs.  — Danielle 
Power

What  Happened 
During  Our 

Junior  Year? 


As  we  progressed  through  our  Junior 
Year,  many  events  captured  the  world 
and  national  attention.  On  a  world  scale, 
the  fighting  in  Bosnia-Herzogovina  con- 
tinued, where  progress  in  negotiations 
had  been  slow.  Cuban  rehigees  left  the 
dictatorial  area  ruled  by  Fidel  Castro, 
and  were  denied  entry  into  the  United 
States.  Former  President  Jimmy  Carter 
lead  a  negottation  team  to  create  a  deal 
with  General  Raoul  Cedras  to  restore 
former  Haitian  President  Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide  to  power.  Nelson  Mandela  won 
the  country's  first  all-race  election  that 
ended  and  a  white  minority  rule  and 
made  Mandela  the  first  black  South  Afri- 
can leader.  The  signing  of  the  "Wash- 
ington Declaraton"  marked  the  peace 
accord  made  between  Israel  and  Jordan. 
The  landmark  hand-shaking  between  Is- 
raeli Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  and 
King  Hussein  of  Jordan  occurred  with 
President  Clinton  presiding  over  the  cer- 
emony. More  than  a  million  Rwandan 
refugees  were  forced  to  flee  Zaire  and 
neighboring  countries  due  to  political 
commanding  parties.  Disease  killed 
thousands  and  more  than  500,000 
deaths  resulted  from  massacres.  In  the 
fall  of  1994,  Russian  President  Boris 
Yeltsin  visited  Washington,  D.C.  to  meet 
with  President  CUnton. 

Events  taking  place  in  the  country  in- 
clude Supreme  Court  Justice  Stephen  G. 
Breyer  became  President  Clinton's  sec- 
ond high-court  appointee.  In  other 
Clinton  news,  he  won  his  political  battle 
with  the  crime  biU,  yet  lost  the  most  im- 
portant fight  of  the  health  care  proposal. 


that  First  Lady  Hillary  Clinton  was  in 
full  support  of.  Senate  minority  leader 
Bob  Dole  maintained  that  there  was  no 
health  care  crisis,  and  pushed  for  wel- 
fare reform.  The  Republican  Party,  for 
the  first  time  in  forty  years,  had  control 
of  Congress,  under  the  leadership  of 
Newt  Gingrich.  In  April,  the  country 
came  to  a  halt  as  a  federal  building  in 
Oklahoma  City  was  bombed  and  there 
were  over  100  fatalities.  The  "Trial  of  the 
Century"  continued  with  O.J.  Simpson 
and  his  Dream  Team  battling  it  out  with 
Marcia  Clark,  with  what  seemed  to  be 
an  unending  bout.  The  trial,  right  down 
to  the  preliminary  hearing  was  nation- 
ally televised  for  millions  of  viewers  to 
tune  into  everyday.  A  landmark  event 
for  the  hearing  disabled.  Heather 
Whitestone  fulfilled  her  dream  of  be- 
coming Miss  America. 

In  sports  events,  baseball  just  didn't 
happen.  Players  went  on  strike  in  Au- 
gust and  then  owners  went  on  to  vote  to 
cancel  the  regular  season.  For  the  first 
time  since  1904,  the  World  Series  was 
not  played.  Jerry  Rice,  making  sports 
history  at  age  31,  playing  for  the  San 
Francisco  49ers,  became  the  National 
Football  League's  all  time  touchdown 
scoring  leader.  Michael  Jordan,  after  re- 
alizing that  baseball  just  wasn't  for  him, 
came  out  of  retirement  to  play  once 
again  for  the  Chicago  Bulls. 

During  the  summer  preceding  our  Ju- 
nior Year,  the  United  States  hosted  the 
World  Cup  Soccer  games  across  the 
country.  Games  were  played  practically 
in  our  backyards,  as  Massachusetts  resi- 


dents could  get  a  taste  of  what  soccer 
was  really  about.  In  sports  tournaments 
played  throughout  the  year,  the  cham- 
pion for  the  National  Football  League 
was  the  49ers,  after  defeating  the  Char- 
gers. Houston  was  the  winner  for  the 
National  basketball  League,  and  the 
New  Jersey  Devils  were  crowned  the 
National  Hockey  League's  best.  In 
NCAA  action,  UCLA  became  champions 
after  surviving  a  field  of  sixty-three 
other  fine  teams. 

In  entertainment  news,  the  block- 
buster hit  "The  Lion  King"  made  history 
as  one  of  the  top  grossing  movies  ever. 
We  can  never  forget  Elton  John's  hit 
from  the  movie,  "Can  You  Feel  the  Love 
Tonight".  The  just  as  popular  "Forrest 
Gump"  captivated  audiences  and  put  a 
comical  touch  on  simple  values  and 
good  intentions.  "My  So  Called  Life", 
the  critically  acclaimed  ABC  series  didn't 
find  the  support  it  needed  when  ABC 
voted  it  out  of  its  programing.  The  tal- 
ented young  star  Claire  Danes  made  her 
mark  in  entertainment  and  would  go  on 
to  film  movies  such  as  "Little  Women." 
Robert  Plant  and  Jimmy  Page  had  one 
final  reunion,  recording  "Unledded"  as 
an  MVT  special.  R.E.M.  made  it  big  with 
their  hit  "What's  the  Frequency,  Ken- 
neth", owing  the  success  of  this  song  to 
Dan  Rather.  In  not-so-pleasant 
entertainment  news,  Michael  Jackson 
and  Lisa  Marie  Presley  married,  and 
Snoop  Doggy  Dog  was  put  on  trial  for 
murder.-Lynn  Kimball

Senior  Year? 


It  was  nearly  three  decades  ago,  after 
a  series  of  race  riots  in  Los  Angeles, 
Newark  and  Detroit,  that  a  commitment 
began  to  use  race-based  programs  to  im- 
prove the  lives  of  blacks.  It  was  called  af- 
firmative action  but  in  1995-1996  plans 
began  to  get  weaker. 

After  months  of  arduous  negotiations 
and  a  tense  last-minute  flurry  of  crisis 
and  walkouts,  Israel  and  the  Palestinians 
concluded  a  major  agreement.  It  trans- 
ferred control  of  the  occupied  West 
Bank  to  its  Arab  residents.  In  a  400  page 
document  a  step  by  step  and  town  by 
town  withdrawal  of  Israeli  forces  from 
much  of  the  territory  that  Israel  has  oc- 
cupied since  the  1967  war. 

The  Cranberries  are  threatening  U2's 
reign  as  America's  favorite  Irish  band. 
Their  last  two  albums  sold  more  than  six 
million  copies.  Triple  Grammy  winner 
Sheryl  Crow  and  her  band  have  toured 
without  a  break  since  her  debut  in  1993. 
Every  time  they  schedule  a  break,  the  al- 
bum zooms  up  the  charts. 

Bill  Gates  made  computer  headlines 
when  he  introduced  Windows  95,  the 
long-awaited  upgrade  to  the  Windows 
computer   software   program.   It  was 


billed  as  revolutionary  and  innovative, 
and  the  musical  group.  The  Rolling 
Stones  were  turned  into  software  pitch- 
men. Gates,  the  39  year  old  chairman  of 
Microsoft  Corp.,  was  also  crowned  the 
richest  man  in  the  United  States,  with  a 
net  worth  of  about  $14.8  billion. 

House  Speaker  Newt  Gingrich,  a  Re- 
publican congressman  from  Georgia, 
rose  to  the  heights  of  Speaker  of  the 
House  Representatives.  Gingrich  was  al- 
ways considered  a  1996  presidential  can- 
didate though  later  stated  he  was  not  in- 
terested at  this  time.  He  promised  to 
overhaul  more  than  a  generation  of  so- 
cial programs  that  began  in  the  eras  of 
the  New  Deal  and  the  Great  Society. 

The  Atlantic  region's  hurricane  season 
this  year  was  so  active  that  it  has  pro- 
duced the  most  named  storms  since  the 
National  Hurricane  Center  started  as- 
signing names  in  1953.  Storms  are 
named  in  alphabetical  order,  but  names 
beginning  with  Q,  U,  X,  Y  and  Z  are  ex- 
cluded because  of  their  scarcity.  This 
year,  officials  were  preparing  to  reach 
the  end  of  the  list  and  begin  naming 
storms  after  the  Greek  alphabet,  starting 
with  Alpha. 


Timothy  McVeigh  is  a  well-guarded 
prisoner.  He  and  one  other  man,  Terry 
Nichols,  are  charged  with  eleven  counts 
in  the  bombing  of  the  Alfred  P.  Murrah 
Federal  Building  in  Oklahoma  City.  The 
explosion  on  April  19  killed  one  hun- 
dred sixty-nine  people  and  injured  more 
than  five  hundred. 

Mickey  Mantle  was  one  of  the  greatest 
baseball  players  who  ever  lived.  Mantle 
inspired  generations  of  fans  with  his 
power  and  ability.  He  died  of  a  fast- 
spreading  liver  cancer  at  the  age  of  63, 
two  months  after  a  liver  transplant. 

Baltimore  Orioles  shortstop  Cal  Rip- 
ken marched  into  the  record  books 
when  he  broke  Lou  Gehrig's  record  of 
1939.  Ripken  broke  the  record  on  Sep- 
tember 6th  and  went  on  to  finish  the 
season  having  played  in  2,153  consecu- 
tive games — the  last  70  of  them  without 
an  error. 

The  murder  trial  of  O.J.  Simpson 
ended.  Not  Guilty.  It  took  the  jury  less 
than  four  hours  to  reach  the  verdict  in 
the  sensational  trial  that  lasted  eight 
months.

Shock  waves  hit  the  Middle  East 
when  Israeli  Prime  Minister 
Yitzhak  Rabin  is  shot  and  killed 
while  leaving  a  peace  rally  in  Tel 
Aviv  November  4.  His  murderer, 
Jewish  extremist  Yigal  Amir, 
fanatically  opposes  peace 
negotiations  with  the  Palestine 
Liberation  Organization. 


Marxist  Cuban  President  Fidel 
Castro  abandons  his  Havana 
cigar  and  military  fatigues  for  a 
suit  and  tie  on  a  diplomatic  visit 
to  New  York  in  October,  where 
he  tries  to  convince  the  U.S.  to 
lift  its  33-year-old  trade  embargo 
on  still-communist  Cuba. 


Madman  Shoko  Asahara,  leader 
of  the  Japanese  apocalyptic 
religious  cult,  Aum  Shinrikyo,  is 
arrested  on  May  16  and  charged 
with  the  Tokyo  subway  nerve-gas 
attack  that  left  1 2  people  dead 
and  injured  5,500  more  in  March. 


Fifty  years  after  the  end  of  World 
War  II,  Japan  remembers  those 
killed  by  the  atomic  bomb 
dropped  on  Hiroshima.  A  solitary 
building  left  standing  after  the 
blast,  now  a  memorial  called  the 
Atomic  Bomb  Dome,  symbolizes 
the  horrors  of  war  and  the  price 
of  peace. 


An  earthquake  kills  51  people 
on  the  resort-studded  Pacific 
coast  of  Mexico.  The  quake 
measures  7.5  on  the  Richter 
scale  and  is  felt  330  miles  away 
in  Mexico  City.
